3. Legislation authorizing bond issues for ccn- 
struction of four senior high schools. 

4e No additionsl construction of junior high 
schools, as this would tend te make the en- 
rollment too small te be effective. 

5. Authorization for expert advice concerring 
changes, particularly in courses of study, 
equipment, type and location of Suildings. 

6. Legislation for construction of needed elenen- 
tary schocl buildiness and additions to elemen-~ 
tary buildings with the understanding that 
bends will be issued only if urgently needed.

How About Interest Rates? 


In this article from the ‘ew Jersey Credit Union 
News, Claude Re Orchard, federal credit union di- 
rector, poses Some pertinent questicns regarding in- 
terest rates for different classes of loanse

Is it a good thing for a credit union to charze 
different interest rates for different classes of 
loans? For example, should it charge 1% interest 
per month for ordinary small loans, 3/4 of 1% for 
automobile loans and s of 1% for large loans of, 
say $1,000. or over? 

Many federal credit unions are asking that ques= 
tions Usually it arises when shares show a contin- 
wing and increasing margin over loanse Casting a- 
bout for some use for the idle funds besides out- 
side investment, the-officers are attracted to the 
plan of offering larve loans at special low rates 
so that certain borrowers will be enlisted who 
woula otherwise go elsewhere for their loanse 

While theré may se circumstances in which some- 
thing can be said for such a policy, and while the 
power of the board of directors to put it into 
ef°ect seers well established, I would urge every 
credit union to be very slow to adopt ite 

The immediate objection, and the one usually ad- 
vanced is that such policy discriminates apainst 
‘tie very person the credit union was created to 
help, namely, the small borrower. The objection, I 
think, is well foundede Even aside from the ques- 
tion of, faimess, the mere fact that there is dis- 
crimination in favor of the larger borrowers, who 
need credit union loans the least, is likely to put 
the credit union ina false light and may lead to 
soreness and discontent. 

There is a further objection, however, which has 
a bearing on the whole future usefulness of the 
credit union. This is that the settine up of these 
varying interest rates merely to keep the credit 
union money employed implies, and help to confirm 
an entirely wronz enphasis on what the credit union 
is supposed to be and do. 

Refore everything else, the credit union is an 
instrumentality which people in humble circun- 
stances create in order to give each ot»er needed 
helpe Persons with substantial income or property 
very often find the credit union a convenience, but 
it is only one of several sources of eredit that 
may be open to theme The little fellow is the one 
who most often finds the credit union a lifesavere 

The one sreat concern of the credit union there- 
fore should be to take care of the finance require- 
ments of its moderate-income members, for whom it 
is the best and.often the only reasonablé-cost loan 
azency within reache ‘When these requirements are 
being fully met (if ever they are), the. credit 
union can be said to be doing just atout 100% of 
its jobe 

If on the other hand its chief thought is to 
keep its money at work to bring in more revenue to 
pay good dividends it has already taken the first 
step toward becoming a finance and investmert con 
pany with profit rather than usefulness as its pri- 
mary objective. Such a company may be a very 
worthy institution. But the more the credit unicn 
takes on the character of such organization for 
profit the more it edges away from the field of co- 
operative service which it was intended to occcrpye 
T believe we cannot be too watchful in attempting 
to keep it within that fielde

here and there, and regulate a man's stature by 


tampering with his shadowe 
The way to be free is simple; we need to face 
the other Way, and see that the true. source of 
strength and creativeness is as free as the light 
and sunshine, and our power limited only to the ex- 
tent we utilize our giftse The energy that pours 
in us from the soil, and food and warmth--that is 
_real power and wealth and not the carping voice 
from a nug:et ‘in a safe deposit vault. But simple

Twice each year, in the spring and fall, the kri- 
tish Canadian Co-operative Society calls a meetine 
of its member milk shipperse At these meetings the 
producers fix their ow price for the milk they 
will ship during the next six months. 

On May 10th of this year, after all member ship- 
pers had been notified, a meeting was held to-de- 
termine prices for the summer months and until the 
next such meeting should be called. 

Prices fixed at that time were $2.25 per hundred 
pounds for milk collected at the farms and $2.65 per 
hundred pounds for milk collected at the plant. 

Late in September the Society received notice 
from the President of the Cape Breton Milk Pro- 
ducers' Association that from October first the 
Association was asking %3-20 per hundred pounds for 
milk delivered at the plant. 

Because of the arrangenents concluded with its 
Shippers at the May meeting, the Society ignored 
the notices Many shippers stopped sending their 
milk. Others continued to send. 

The Society needed 30,000 pounds of milk each 
week to satisfy its consumer demands, so mainland 
Sources had to be tapneds 

Milk shipped in and from the mainland by the Bri- 
tish Canadian tests an average of 462% butter fat 
contente 

A committee from the farmers! crgeanimtion met 
the Board of Directors of the British Canadian, to 
ask for the Society's signature to an agreerent 
with the Associatione 

The Board declined to sign anything without a 
thorough examinatione During the following week 
the Roard examined the agreement in all its clausese 

The Directors of the Society do not object to 
the increase in the price paid the shipper of milke 
They agrecd to a price of %2.&0 per hundred pounds 
collected on the farm and $3.20 per hundred pounds 
delivered at the plant. This is but ten cents per 
hundred pounds less than the price the Association 
was asking. 

The Society's Directors do object, however, to 
several clauses in the agreement. Clauses subject 
to amendment, they claim, are: 

3. All Wholesale Raw Milk, marketed under this 
agreement, be sold on weight. 

4e Price of Riw Milk delivered at pasteurising 
plants beginning October lst, 1940 and continuing 
until October lst, 1941, be eight cents per quart 
for milk testing 3-5 butter fate (Ed. Note—&¢ per 
quart equals $320 per hundred poundse)

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GEORGE AND JESSIE FAIR 


One Greenbelt couple with an unusual concentra- 
tion of musical talent is Ceori‘e -and Jessie aire 
deorge Fair's specialty is the cello; Jessie's the 
piano. The forner plays in the Navy Symphony Or 
chestra, while the latter keeps in touci through 
cractising and teachinge 

Born in Pecs, Hungary, George Fair cameto America 
in 1920, and studied and worked in New York City up 
to 1937, when he arrived in Washingtone He had stud- 
ied the cello since the a:e of seven, and a*ter 
high school received a five year scholarship to the 
David Manres School of Hiusic, where he studied the 
Casals method of cello-rlaying under L’eff Rosanoffe 
Ke also won three successive sumer scholarships to 
the Philharmonic fy-phony Orchestra camp in Blue- 
hills, Maine, where he specialized in string quartet 
techniques under Edward Dethics of the Julliard 
School of Musice This was followed by three years 
in the National Orchestral Association of New York 
under the baton of Leon Yarzin, where he had the op- 
portunity of working with artists like Spalding, 
Myra Hess, Gabrilowitsch and Kimane 

A very nautical period in Mr. Yair's life began 
in 1935, when he took a position as cellist on the 
steamship "Dixie, which had the misfortune to run 
into a hurricane off the coast of Florida at the end 
of the summer. This vave l’re Fair the opportunity, 
however, of taking "the only authentic pictures of 
the storm" which he scold to the New York Times at a 
fancy figure upon his returne The sea had so rotten 
into his blood at this time that he -. imiediately 
Signed up as a comuon seaman ona freightere The 
offer of a contract from the Richmond Symphony 
Orchestra, however, lured him away from this type of 
work after two months timee That was the last he saw 
of the sea "so far". : 

Working at two different sumer camps 40 miles 
apart.was no barrier to his marriage to Jessie Snowe 
soon afterwards. They moved to Washington in 1937 
when Mre Fair received a contract from the National 
Symphony and established residence in Greenbelt, in 
March, 1938. 

Jessie Snowe, also a New Yorker, had also lived 
in iiiami, where she took up the study of music at an 
early age under Mana Zuccae Upon entering Rutgers 
University, New Jersey, she took courses’ in piano, 
composition, and conducting which qualified her to 
teach or supervise the study of msic in the public 
School system. Preferring to teach piano, she was 
placed by the university in the town of Metuchen, 
New Jerseys During the Succeeding years she con- 
tinued further studies in piano and composition 
with Walter Damrosch at the Institute of Musical Art 
and with Max Helfman, conductor of the’ People's Phil- 
harmonic chorus of New York City. 

The fairs have been active in the cooperative 
inovenient in Greenbelt since their arrival, Geor;ce 
serving aS a C.0.C. member for one year.

Every piece of mail that leaves the office of the 
Yealth Department of the state of Wyoming bears a 
conspicuous red stamped motto, "Check tuberculosis 
with early diaznosise" This is one of the many 
Signs that more and more public health agencies are 
getting actively into the fight aga‘inst tuberculosis. 

"People don't die of tuberculosis in this day and 
age; they die of neglect ", is the verdict of Dr. 
Louis Ie Dublin, a vice-president of and statisti- 
cian of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Companye 
This statement is not a criticism of the medical 
care of tuberculosis patients. It is directed to- 
ward the failure to use fully the means of detecting 
tuberculosis in its earliest stages. 

The tuberculin test is the first step toward 
diagnosise Since' the positive reacti n to this test 
is not a sign of active tuberculosis, some lay peo- 
ple question the value of the test. First of alla 
negative reaction is an economy measure since it 
proves that .the person is free from tuberculous in- 
fection and eliminates more costly x-ray exami- 
nationss An annual tuberculin test is important be—- 
cause if, after negative reactions for several years 
a person has a positive reaction, the doctor knows 
that he is dealing with a fresh infection and regu- 
lates his treatment accordinglye 

The positive reaction to the tuberculin test in- 
dicates to the physician the necessity of an x-ray 
examination of the cheste Then the physician can 
make a diagnosis and prescribe treatment if any is 
necessarye 

Tuberculosis is a dangerous disease just because 
it iS capable of entering the body and causing 
serious damaye without revealing its presence by 
noticeable symptomse Fatigue, lack of appetite, 
gradual loss of weight, a slight cough are the usual 
first symptoms, generally so slight that they are 
disregardeds Too often the victim of tuberculosis 
learns of the disease when a sudden hemorrhage oc- 
curse Long months or years of treatment ars then 
needed to cure or arrest the diseasee But it is no 
longer necessary for a hemorrhage to indicate tuber— 
culosis. The tuberculin test and the x-ray are 
skilful detectives whic!. will uncover the criminal

Fancy Scotch Shortbread 


Ll egg 1 cup confectioners 2»7xx 
1 cup butter sugar 
3 tblesp. finely sifted 3 cups flour 

cornmeal or rice flour 3 tspoons baking powder 
1/3 teaspoon salt 1 tspoon flavoring 


Sift half the sugar with flour, baking powder, 
rice flour (or cornmeal), and salt intoa large 
bowl, mix thoroughly, add the butter and cut into 
small piecese Then work the mixture with the hands 
until the flour and butter mixture are thoroughly 
blended. Make a hollow in the mixture and into this 
sift the other half of the confecticners sugare 
Peat the egg thoroughly and pour half of it only 
into’the suyvar, and with a large wooden spoon stir 
around until the egg has taken up the flour mixturee 
The egg will gradually pick up the sugar and then 
the flour mixturee Keep stirring as long as_ the 
flour is being picked up as you stire Then clean 
off the spoon and start kneading with the handse 
The more you knead this dough the better. Then roll 
out to about 1/4 inch thickness, or a little thinner. 
Cut with fancy cutter, or in stripse Pierce with a 
fork several times, decorate with bits of angelica 
or citron, and bake in oven at 375 degrees until a 
creamy brown colore

A GLOVE TO FIT THE PRICS 


Gloves that fit tight will not keep your hands 
very warm, and they won't wear very welle Tight 
gloves burst their seams, and can hinder circulation. 
Buy those that fit comfortably but not too snuge 

"You can tell good glove leather by feeling it," 
informs the Consumers! Counsel Division of the U.S. 
Department. of Agriculture: 

"It should be 'alive' and soft and pliable, and 
should have a feeling of body when you squeeze ite 
These features are more important than thickness in 
judging leather quality. 

"Gloves last lon:er with proper care. Never wash 
leather gloves, unless the label plainly states they 
are washable. 

Even then you will have to replace some of the 
oil and fat removed by washing to prevent the lea- 
ther from becoming hard and stiff. There are some 
gloves that can be’ washed safely, however, but don't 
try it unless the label pies full directions. 

"Never dry gloves fast, and keep wet cloves away 
from hot spots, such as raditors." e 

"Best gloves are usually table cut, or hand made 
but most gloves are pattern or machine cute Whether 
hand or machine made, look for seams finished on the 


outside, and wide enough so they won't pull out 
eaSilye " : 





Getting Warmth in a Coat 
GETTING WARMTH IN A COAT 


Remember that the heaviest coat is not necessari- 
ly the warmest, says the Consumers! Counsel Division 
of the Department of Agriculture. 

"If you are shopping for a warm winter coat, look 
for a close-woven fabric with a good insulating in- 
terlining. Wool interlininys are warn without being 
bulky, while the new chamois-like material serves as 
a Windbreaker and is intended for cold climates. 
Bulkier and heavier than either of these is quilted 
wool, but it is also warmer. 

"Other warmth features to look for in a coat are 
a wide front lap, and convenient fastenings to keep 
the coat from blowing open. 

"The coat fabric should be closely woven, and if 
made of wool, it should feel alive and springy when 
crumpled in the hande The label should tell you the 
exact percentage of wool and other fibers in the 
fabric. 

"If you want more hints on buying a coat, write 
for the U.A. Department of Agriculture Leaflet 117, 
called 'When a Woman Buys a Coat.' It can be bought 
for 10 cents from the Superintendent of. Documents, 
Washington, D.C."
